Q. Where haue wee a briefe ſumme of 
the Law ? 

A. In the Decalogue,oz ten comman- 
dements. 

Q Reheatſe the ten commandements. 
A. God 
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A. God ſpake all theſe wozds xc. Exo. 
20.2,Deut.5.6. 

Q How many parts are there of this 
morall law ? 

A. Two parts oz tables. 

Q. How many commandements are 
there in the firſt part? 

A. Four, which concerne our duties 
towards God. 

Q: How many inthe ſecond part ? 

A. Sire, which concerne our duties 
to our neighbour. 

Q. Which is the firſt commandement? 

A. A am the L02d thy God tc. Exo. 20. 
2-3. Deut. 5. 6. 7. 

Q. How many things are contained 
in this fuſt conimandement? 

A. Tuo. 

Q. Which be they? 

A. Firſt, a pꝛefate, Ex. 20.2. declaring 
vnto vs who is the true and only God. 

Q. Whereby doth he declare who is 
the true and onely God? 

A. Saying, J am the Lozd thy God, 
who choſe the people of Jſracl to bee his 
people. And ſecondly in putting thom in 
mind, how he had wonderfully deliuered 
them from Jdclatrie, and from the bodi⸗ 
ly feruitude, they had endured vnder the 
tyrannis 
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tyranny of Pharo in Egypt. Exod.20.2, 
Deut. 5. 6. 

Q. What is the ſecond thing contai- 
ned in this firſt commandement ? 

A. A p2ohibition in theſe wozds, 
Chou ſhalt haue none other Gods befozs 
mp facc.Exod, 20. 3, 

Q What is contained in this prohibi- 
tion? | 

A. Ashec foꝛbids the ſeruice and wozs 
ſhip of any other falſe God, ſo hee com- 
mands vs to ſerue and woꝛſhip him. 

, Wherein ſtandeth his ſeruice and 
worſhip? 

A, Moſes ſheweth vs, Deut. 6. 4. Heart 
O Ilrael, che Lo2d our God is Lo2d one- 
ly. 5. And thou ſhalt loue the Lozd thp 
God with al thine heart,and with all thp 
ſoule, and with all thy might. 

Q. What is here required at our hands? 

A. That all the powers and faculties 
both of our ſoules © bodies, ſhould wholy 
bee dedicated, to the ſeruice and wozſhip 
ofthis our Lozd Cod, in all dutifull obe- 
dience. |

A. Two things: Firſt, all making 
of Images oz ikeneffes of God, and the 
woꝛſhipping of them, oꝛ of Gad bp them, 
is heere foꝛbidden. @ccondly, it heweth 
how ſencrety God will puniſh all falſe 
Woꝛdhippers, and their Idolatrie; and 
how her will bleſſe his true wozlhippers, 
and their true woꝛſhip.

A. Two things: Firſt, all out ward 
acts are fozbidden,wherby ſtealth is tom 
mitted, and all outward occaſions of 
ſtealth ; as idleneſle, and waſt full ſpen⸗ 
ding, craft and cozening. Secondly, all 
inward ſtcalth of the heart. And wee are 
commanded to labo2 faithfullie, in alaw- 
full calling, and to be ſparing of that wee 
get, that wee may giue fo others that 
want.

Will God in iuſtice require man to 
fulfill his lav, knowing it is not in his po- 
wer to fulfill it? And will hee yet con- 
demn him for not doing of that which he 
is not able to doc? 

A God in iuſticc doth not reſpect what 
man is now able to doe, but what he was 
able to doe, when God created him after 
bis ownc Image, in rightcouſnefc and 
true holineſſc, and able to do what he wil⸗ 
led him. Gen. 1.26. 

Q. How comes our nature to bee ſo 
corrupted,as no man is now able to Keepe 
Gods commandements? |

A. As in the thee firſt Petitions we 
aſked things ſpirituall, and the ſetting 
fo2th of Gods glozy : So the other thꝛee 
Petitions concerne our ſclues, and 
therefo:e in this Petition, vnder the 
name of our daily bzead, wee aſke all 
things neceſſary fo2 co2pozall food, and 
maintenance of our lines in this wozld, 
and doe caſt off all miſtruſtfull care, and 
deſire of wozldly things, depending on 
the pzouidence of God, and his fatherlic 
bleſſing of vs in our ſeuerall vocati- 
ons. 

Q. Rehearſe the fifth petition. 

A. And fozgiue vs our treſpaſſes, xc. 

Q. What deſire we in this petition? 

A. The fre par don and remiſſion of 
all our ſinnes, which otherwiſe might be 
as acloud betweene God and vs, tohin- 
der bs from reteiuing anp benefit at his 
hands, Eſa. 59.2. And it puts vs in mind, 
that as wee continually ſin againſt God, 
ſo wee had need continually to aſke par- 
don foz our ſinnes. 

Q.VVhy 
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Q. Why is this added, as we forgiue 
them that treſpaſſe againſt vs? 

A. To teach vs, that we muſt be ready 
to foꝛgiue others, i we will haue God to 
foꝛgiue vs. Mat. 6. 14. 

Q. Rehearſe the ſixth petition. 

A. And lead vs not into temptation, 
but deliver vs from euill. 

Q. What deſir e we in this petition? 

A. That God will not permit vs to 
bee further tempted, eyther by the Di 
ucllo2 wicked men, then hee giues vs 
ſtrength to reſiſt their wicked tempta⸗ 
tions. 

Q. Rehearſe the words of the conclu- 
ſion of this Prayer, 

A. Foz thine is the Kingdome, and 
the power, and the glo2y fo2 encr. 

Q. VVhatlearne you by this conclu- 
ſion ? 

A. It ſerueth fo2 the confirmation 
of mp Faith, that God both can and wil 
grant the things Jhaue pꝛaped foz. 

Q. VVhereby is your faith ſo confir- 
med? 

A Foz that firſt J beleeue, that God 
being our King, is both able and wil 
ling to grant our requeſts. And ſecond- 
ly, fo2 that it ſerueth to extoll and - ad- 

uance 
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vance the power and glozy of God, in 
that he heares the humble petitions of 
his Childꝛen, and 8 their requeſts, 
Pſil. 32.8 Pſal. C5. 

VVhy is Tis word Amen added? 

©oſhew that wee reſt whelly vpon 
* von our mercifull and lomng 
Fatherin Icſus Chziſt, and therefoze 
doubt not, but hee will do, as we haue 
pꝛaved. 

Q Hauing heard that the continuall 
hearing of Gods word preached, prayer, 
andthe vic of the Sacraments are the 
meanes to encreaſe in vs a liuely faith: let 
me heare now what you call Sacraments? 

A Sacraments art outward Signes, 
oz dained of God to be vnto vs as ſcales 
of the inward and inuiſible nr aces hee 
beſtowed vpon vs fo2 the confirming of 
our faith in the aſſurance ef our ſaluati⸗ 
on by Chꝛiſt.

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Q_VVhar is the inuiſible grace ſigni- 
fied ? 

A The waſhing of our ſinnes, Act. 2. 
28 Reu. 1.5 Mat 3.11. And ouringraf- 
ting into Chꝛiſt. Rom 6.4. And our dps 
ing vnto ſinne, and liunng vnto righte⸗ 
duſneſſe. Rom 65 & rr, 

Q. Why are Intants baptized?

Q What is to bee required of ſuch as 
offer themſelues to bee partakers of the 
Lords Supper ? 

A That they eramine, themſelues 

what meaſure of knowledge they haue in 
all the pꝛinciples of Chꝛiſtian Religion, 
1 Cor. 11.28. and ſpec ially of the Sacra⸗ 

ments. 1. Cor. 10 15 16. 

Qs that knowledge ſufficient ? 

A This will teach them,that without 
faith it is impoſſible to pleaſe God, Heb, 
11.6. and therefo:e that they come not 
without faith & the fruits thereof, with 
an vnfeigned repentance and charity, 
Phil. 1 9.& 11 1 Cor. 13.13. Matth 5.25, 
Luk 15.8.

Q Wherein ſtands true repentance ? 

A In two things: Firſt an vnfained

17. Setondlya true conuerſion and tur 
ning to God, in an holy life and conuer⸗

Q. Wherein ſtands charity? 
A In two things: Firſttoloue God, 
who hath loued vs ſo deerely, as to giue 
his 
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his only ſonne Chꝛiſt to be our Sauionr 
RKedermer. 2. Cor 5. 14 15, Gal. 5. 22.23. 

What is the ſecond thing? 

A To loue all men vnfainedlp, euen 
our enemies, Ro. 12 10. & 20 and there⸗ 
foze wee are to cut off all occaſions of diſ- 
co2d and diſſention, by reconciling our 
ſelucs to all ſuch as wee haue offended. 
Mat 5 25. & 44 and freely fo:giuing all 
thoſe who anp way offended vs, euen as 
God freely fo2 Chziſts ſake fozgaue vs. 
Coloſ. 3. 12.13.14 

Q What danger is there in comming 
vnworthilie to the table ofthe Lord? 

The vnwoꝛthy receiuer is guilty 
of the body and bloud of Chꝛiſt, and eat- 
eth and dzinketh his cwne damnation. 
1. Cor 11.17. & 29. 

Q What benefit hath the worthy re- 
CCIUECT F 

A Firſthis faith is confirmed,Rom 4, 
ri. he is filled with top in the holy Ghoſt, 
A& 4.31. & 2 38. and gets new ſtrength 
againſt ſinne and Sathan. Secondly he 
bath peace of conſcience, beeing aſſured 

of Gods fatherlyloue and p2otection in 
this woꝛld, and of cternall glozie after 


this life.
